Pilate had mingled with their owne Sa- 
crifices: That is,murthered them as they 
were Sacrificpng:and ſo their bloud was 
mingled with the bloud of p beaſtes which 
were Sacrificed , Thoſe menne therefoze 
thought that theſe Galileans wert greater 
ſinners then all other Galilcans , becauſe 
thei had ſuffered ſuche thynges. And that 
thoſe eightene alſs byan whom the Tower 
in Siloam fell, and flew them were ſinners 
aboue all men , that dwelt in Jeruſalem. 
Wherein thei did vtter a ſecret copruption 
naturally ingendzed in all men, that is ve- 
ry ſharply ta ſee into the ſinves of others,

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while to flatter them ſelues,# fo bee blinds 
folve in ſeyng their owne ſinnes. Foz theſe

Te ſee none of the great ones 
of che woꝛlde, none of the noble, none of the 
riche, none of the wiſe,and pzudent receiue 
this doctrine, but onelp a fewe ſhackraggs 
and beggerly raſcals, and therefoze it is ta- 
Ken that it is nothing woꝛthe, and that it is 
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Lo, what thoughtes mate crepe in our hed 
des, and how ſlily Sathan maie trumpe in 
our waie, and bitndlold vs, & lead vs awate 
in the darke, by doting vs with the example 


bk the multitude. Therfoze let vs take hede 


ok theſe pitfalles, whiche Sathan lateth in 
our way and not be caried awate with theſe 
thoughtes, and reaſons, The wicked bears 
them ſelues in hande that thei ſhall win the 
game, and that the goale goeth on their ſide 
and there is nochyng but crowyng long be- 
fore it bee daie, and create triumpbyng e 
mongeſt them befoze any ſtroke be ſkriken, 
aud that becauſe we be but ahIdfuil of peo- 
ple, and theta greate multitude,and chat in 
a maner the whole wozld agrreth with the 
to practiſe our death, Thug the deuill doeth 
caſt a miſe befo2e thetr eyes, closely lead 
them awate from reyentaunce. Therefoze 
dearebethienter vs and faſt tn the wo 
ofthe loꝛde, and not be carted awaie, ozbo- 
wed quite doune with this ragyng ſereame 
of the multitude: but let vs knowe it to bet 
one ſpetiall engine of Sathan, whereby he 
yt _ — 0 a 
fourth let vnto Repentaner 
cuſtome of dane. o that taketh await all 
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ſenſe and feling of ſinne,and maketh it as it 
were an other nature vnto vs: So that we 
mate aſwel alter nature as ſhake it ot mit 
it is once thus ſouldzed vnto vs though ig 
cuſtome. Ther tore it is ſaicd lere xiij. xxuij. 
Cã the blacke More change his skinne or 
the Leopard his ſpotts?the may ye alſo do 
good that are acc ultomed to do cuil. Pere 
the P2ophet affirmeth, that it is as h/ td co 
cure an old diſeaſe that is bzgd is . bone, 
andtoreinedie a ſinne that hath been hats 
ched,and bzought vp with vs, as to waſhe 
a blacke Poze white,o2 to chaũge the ſpot⸗ 
tes of a Leopard, whiche ci not be v-ithoue 
deſtroipng ol nature. And ſurely trie it who 
will, be (Hall finde it as hard a matter to 
leaue an old cuſtome, whether it be of (weas- 
ring, of gaming, ot lipng,of whozing, of e⸗ 
will companie, oz of any other ſinne, as to 
waſhe an Athiopian. Therefoze it is bott 
ten. Prouei. xxvij. Though thou ſhouldeſt 
braie a foole in a mottet, emong Wheate 
braied with a peſtell, yet will not his foo» 
luſnneſſe depart from him. Ss that as lõg 
as we are in cuſtome with ſinne, the dos 
ol Repentaunce is barred vp againſt vs. 

The fifc hinderauncc is long eſcaping of

peniſhment, fo2 the wicked therby are ſtar, 
kened in ſinne, and dztuen ol from 

taunce. Euen as an old thert that hath ſtol⸗ 
len a long time, and eſcapeth, bothe pziſon, 
aud gallowes, is animated moze boldlp to 
proceade in his wickedneſle , thinkpng be 
hal ſo alwaies eſcape, So many filthie and 
looce livers go foʒ ward in their abhominge 
tions without Repeutaunce,cthinking that 
becauſe God doeth nat int d inently puniſh 
them, and ſhewe ſome manifeſt iudgement 
and ſigne of his math vpon them, therfoze 
thei halbe acquited fo; altogether. Where: 
as contrariwiſe, if God ſhould by and by 
ftrtke them doune aſſone as thei had yned 
by thundering vpon one, and — 
pon an other, and raining fire, and 

bpon the third, it would mak? chef afraied, 
Oere vpõ it is ſaid in Peter if.ii1.tilf, This 
fr vnderſtand that there ſhall come in the 
Lafte dates mockers, whiche will walke al⸗ 
ter their luſtes, and ſale where is the pz0* 
miſe of his comming? F 82 ſince the fathers 
died all chinges continue alike,from che bes 
ginnpng of the creation. But let theſe men 
well knowe, that when God hath delated a 


long ume, and pꝛolanged WM 
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wicked, at length he will ſhewe þ although 
he waited oz their Repentance, vet he fo)- 
gatte not their miſſedeedes, but regiſtered 
them befoze hym, and packed them vp vpb 
a greate heape, to increaſe the terro} of his 
wzathe. 

The lixt hinderaunte is the beholding ol 
other mennes endes. Foz when ſome men 
that haue lined a wicked, an vngracious 
like, and haue been notozious ſinners even 
to the woꝛld ward, ſo that euery man could 
poinct at theim: yet,ifvpon their death bed 
thei can ſait afewe good woozdes, and crie 
God mercie,and ſate their pꝛaters, and fo- 
giue all the wozlde,and ſo die quietly. Ft is 
mrrueilous to heare how the fooltſhe peo; 
ple ofthe woꝛlde will exalt them, and iuſti⸗ 
lie them, ſaiyng he made a very good ende, 
az anp man could make, and died as quiet 
as a Lambe, and ſet all thinges in good oꝛ⸗ 
der befoze he dird. Herevpon an other wic · 
ked and monſtrous verlet is entouraged to 
ſinne. Fo thinkech he, ſuche a man liued as 
loocelp as J, oꝛ any manne els, and yet be 
made a verie good ende, and why mate not 
J dooe ſo too? But alas cheſe mennes eyes 
are bleared, Fo to die quietly is not to dye 
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ggodlie, to crie Gag mercie for faſhion, is 
not to have God mercifull, to ſate a fewe. 

p}aters from teeth outwarde,is not to die 
in the faithe of Chaiſt, fox many mate do all 
this, and pet die miſerablie. 

The laſt let is hope of long life,fo2 while 
men feede, and beſotte theim ſelues in this 
hope, thei wa xe dꝛonke in ſinne, and delerrt 
the daie ol Repentaunce, As the riche man 
in the xi1.of Luke,dzeaming of his long life 
caſt of ail thought of God, and ofthe other 
life, and of Chziftes commyng, and ol Re- 
pentaunce, and all gosd thiages, and ſatey 
within hymſelf : Soule thou haſte muche 
goodes laied vp fo man peres, liue at caſe 
tate, dunke, and take thy paſtume. Thus 
the bleareied men of the woꝛlde, choke vp 
Repentaunce,aud quite (mother it, by do« 
ung tht᷑ elues with hope of long life. Ther» 
foze my dearebzethten, I beſeeche vou by 
the mercies of God in the bowels of Jeſus 
Chaiſt, that none of all theſe common letts 
mate ſtate you from ſpecdie,and unt ignea 
Repentance.But that you maie onerftrive 
theim all, leaſt vnhappely vou bepng found 
without Repentaunce, andtaken tardit in 
your ſiunes, ſhould all periſhe, and be dam» 
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ned accoyding to Chyiſtes ſentence, Mher 
. fore in concluſton, let vs with godlie Ezei 
chias bee afraied of Gods thzeatenpnges, 
ſoꝛo we afoze hande, ſtande in awe of God, 
examine our conſcience , mourne foz our 
ſinnes, and lament inwardly, that when the. 
wicked whiche haue ſwimmed in pleaſures 
here belowe , ſhall enter into their eternall 
paines, we mate then, J ſaie there, haue e 
uerlaſtyng peace and reſte, that when Je · 
ſus Chniſt ſhall appeare from heauen with 
all his holte Angelles, we mate haue crou⸗ 
nes of glozie , and victozie clapped on our 
beddes,and raigne with our God, and our 
Sauiour his Doonne, and all his Satnc- 
tes and Angelles, in the middeſt of all ioye 
in che heauens faz euermoze. To the which 
iopt he byyng vs all, whiche hath ſo dearely 
bought vs, Jeſus Chꝛiſte the righteous:to 
whom with the Father and the holie 
Ghote, bee all honour, glozie, 
Pꝛaiſe, Power, Empire, 
and Dominion, now 
and foz ener: 
moe.
